MADAGASCAR. 


The “ Politique Coloniale” of 31st. ult. publishes some interesting 
sais information respecting the beer trade of 
—— Madagascar from particulars supplied by the 
beers. Governor-General of that Colony, and from 
which the following details have been extracted :— 

The quantity of beer annually imported into Madagascar is 
very considerable, the estimated quantity for the past year being 
about 4,000 hectols. (hectol. = 22 imperial gallons). This total 
shows a marked increase over the figures for the two preceding 
years, viz., 2,000 and 3,000 hectols. in 1899 and 1900 
respectively. 

In the district of Diego Suarez there is an annual sale of about 
20,000 bottles of beer. They are imported in cases containing 24 
or 48 bottles, each bottle containing about 0°7 litres (1:23 pints). 
The retail price is from 1°25 francs to 1-50 francs per bottle, and is 
practically the same in the whole coast region for beer of French 
manufacture. 

In the Province of Tamatave and the districts of Andovoranto 
and Vatomandry, the sales reach to about 150,000 bottles per 
annum. The retail price ranges from 1°25 frances tv 1°50 francs 
per bottle for French beers, and from 1°75 frances to 2 francs for 
British or German beers. 

About 120,000 bottles of French and German beers are annually 
sold in the Province of Majunga. German beer, although dearer 
in consequence of the Customs duty, sells well owing to its quality. 
The price of French beer is from 1:25 francs to 1:50 francs per 
bottle ; that of German beer is about 2 francs per bottle. 
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With regard to the less important “provinces, the yearly con- 
sumption of beer in the Province of Imerina amounts to about 
200,000 bottles, in the Provinces of Ambositra and Botsileo about 
30,000 bottles each, in the Cercle Tulear about 15,000 bottles, and 
in the Province of Nossi-Bé about 8,000 bottles of French beer and 
8,000 bottles of German beer from Hamburg and Bohemia. 

It should be noted that French beers enter Madagascar free, and 
have to pay only the consumption duty of 10 centimes per bottle, 
or 5 francs per hectolitre when imported in casks. Foreign beers 
have to pay the same consumption duty as French beers, and in 
addition an import duty of 12 francs per 100 kiloms. gross.

MEXICO. 


According to “Le Monde Economique ” of Ist inst., the Mexican

bom sont Morelos on the east coast of the Yucatan 
i Sie Sak Peninsula, which up to the present has not been 


utilised. It is said that the bay is 4 magnifi- 
cent one, whilst at Progreso, where all the export trade is done, 
there is only an open roadstead which offers no protection to ships. 
A special commission of engineers has been sent there to make a 
thorough examination of the place, to sound the bay and to draw 
up a map. It is hoped that this work will be finished in six 
months time. Whatever improvements are required, such as 
construction of quays, customs buildings, &c., the Mexican 
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Government is disposed to undertake them. Port Morelos, it is 
said, will certainly become the centre of a very large trade, and a 
very commodious port of refuge when the Nicaraguan canal is 
open. Yucatan capitalists are already estimating future profits 
and calculating the expense of constructing railways connecting 
the port with the interior of the peninsular. It is not customary 
in Yucatan to borrow foreign capital for railway construction, the 
inhabitants themselves finding the necessary funds. Port Morelos 
has, concludes *‘ Le Monde Economique,” a brilliant future before 
it and will necessarily become a very active centre of importation 
and exportation. 


“Engineering News” (New York) of 9th ult. reports that the 
Wettownsin Municipal authorities of Durango, Mexico, will 
Censtvectien, &'* aid and encouragement to any foreign 

company that will undertake the construction of 

waterworks for that city. Durango has a population of 40,000 

people, and it is estimated that about 12,000,000 litres of water 

would be required to supply the wants of the people.

In general, British traders may be said to secure a fair portion 
of the trade, but the Americans are ousting them from the market 
in barbed wire, and the Germans own all the trade in shawls—two 
very important articles. 

The Consul says :—‘ I recommend those British houses who deal 
with either Bahia or Pernambuco, to instract their agents to watch 
this market closely. Sugar and cotton prices will some day rise, 


_ and then with more moncy there will be better trade.” 


The only commercial travellers who visit Sergipe are Brazilians, 
travelling for German or native firms. A few smart British 
travellers, who know Portuguese, should visit the capital and push 
British goods.” 
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The Consul concludes as follows :—‘‘ There is not a single bank 
in the capital, and reliable information respecting credits is not 
easily obtainable. The German sugar houses in Maroim keep 
their friends in Pernambuco and Bahia well posted, whereas we 
can only learn what these gentlemen choose to tell us.”—(Foreign 
Office Annual Series, 2,740.)

Conditions of Working Gold Deposits.—The principal conditions 
regulating the extraction of gold at the present time are as 
follows :— 

While full liberty is granted to prospect and work the beds of 


- auriferous sand and gravel and the veins of gold-bearing quartz, 


&c., to all owners of land, or to individuals having their authority 
to do so, and while the only requirements made are that the works 
should be conducted without danger of injury, or loss of life to the 
persons employed therein, and that a certain fixed tax should be 
paid to the Treasury, the law requires the observance of certain 
formalities in the case of land belonging to the Crown or to His 
Imperial Majesty’s Cabinet in the Altai and Nerchinsk districts. 

Goldfields and areas containing vein gold, situated on Crown 
land, or on land belonging to His Majesty’s Cabinet, cannot be 
obtained as perpetual possessions by private persons, but can only 
be leased until such time as the gold is exhausted. The title of 
the gold-digger t> the area is regarded as movable estate. 

Gold-digging may be engaged in by all persons, of whatever 
class, possessing rights of citizenship, whether they be Russian 
subjects or foreigners—with the exception of Jews. Every 
individual who is desirous of engaging in the work of gold extrac- 
tion is required to procure a permissory certificate from the mining 
administration. Any locality not occupied for purposes of 
prospecting, and not previously applied for, is open to exploration 
for gold, and may be occupied as follows :—In case of alluvial beds, 
an area not exceeding 3°3 miles in length along a valley or river, 
and of the breadth of the valley, and in that of vein ores the area 
in all directions within a radius of 0-66 of a mile from a post sunk 
by the prospector. If the prospector should subsequently desire 
to acquire the area he has prospected with a view to exploitation, 
he is required to report the deposit, whether it be of alluvial or 
vein gold, to the police authorities of the district or circuit in 
which it is situated. Such report, if it satisfies all the rules 
according to which it is to be made, confers the right of obtaining a 
legal allotment of the area. ; 

The allotment is, made according to the declaration, from the 
starting-point fixed in the same, and in an up-stream direction. 
The area allotted in the case of vein mines is fixed at 0:44 ofa 
square mile, the breadth not being less than one-third of the 
length. In the case of alluvial gold mines the length of the 
allotment may not exceed 3°3 miles, while, in European Russia, 
the total area must not be more than one square verst. 
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The method of working the mines is left to the discretion of the 
owner, with the reservation that the working, whether of open or 
underground deposits, must be conducted under conditions involving 
no danger to the health or life of the persons engaged. 

With regard to the utilisation of the water supply special rules 
are enforced, the object of which is to regulate the consumption, 
by the several mines, of the supply of water, without which the 
extraction of gold is impossible. 

The gold extracted on private land is subject to a tax payable to 
the Imperial Treasury ; while that procured on land belonging to 
the Crown or to His Imperial Majesty’s Cabinet, pays, in addition 
to the tax, a certain fixed sum to the Crown or the Cabinet for the 
use of the land. The tax on gold extracted is levied in kind, 
according to the quantity of gold and silver contained in the alloys 
of those metals, upon silver and gold separately. Gold-diggers in 
the Olekshin district of the province of Yakutsk, as being richest 
in gold deposits, are taxed 10 per cent. on the yield and 11. 1s. 2d. 
per dessiatina (2-7 acres) of Crown land allotted to them. In the 
Amur region the tax amounts to 5 per cent. and 10s. 1]d. per 
dessiatina; while in all other parts of Siberia and European 
Russia it is 3 per cent. and 2s. 2d. per dessiatina. 

Goldfields situated on the property of His Imperial Majesty are 
divided into three classes, according to the quantity of gold 
obtained, and are taxed from 5 per cent. to 15 per cent. in kind 
and 4d. per linear sajene (7 feet) of the length of the allotment. 

Diggers are required to forward the gold extracted to the Crown 
metallurgical laboratories, which are established at Ekaterinburg, 
Tomsk, and Irkutsk, where the gold is smelted and forwarded to 
the mint at St. Petersburg. In return the owner of the allotment 
receives a certificate, known as an assignation, against which, after 
the expiration of a certain period (from five to six months), he is 
entitled to receive from the mint either coin, or gold in ingots. 
The assignations referred to may be mortgaged and transferred 
both to private individuals and to banks and other similar institu- 
tions by special or blank endorsement, and are accepted in 
payment it Custis duties. The cost of forwarding the gold to 
the mint and its manufacture into coin and ingots is defrayed by 
the owners of the allotments. 

Thus, in the first place, gold-diggers are not permitted to dispose, 
at their own discretion, of the gold obtained by them, and, in the 
second place, they are mulcted in a very heavy tax which is levied 
on the total yield, without reference to the relative lucrativeness 
of the industry. 

New Regulations as to Gold Mining Taxation — With a view to 
aiding the developing of the gold-producing industries, the Govern- 
ment has of late years undertaken a series of exceedingly important 
reforms, as follows :— 
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1. From the year 1902 the proportion of the tax on each 
dessiatina will be considerably reduced, thus—the goldfields of the 
Oleshin circuit will be charged at the rate of 5s. 5d. for each 
dessiatina (2°7 acres) ; in the Amur region the tax will be reduced 
to 3s. 3d., in the Maritime province to 2s. 2d., and in other places 
to ls. 1d. In this manner the tax per dessiatina is, generally 
speaking, reduced by about one-half, and in those parts where 
unfavourable conditions for the extraction of gold obtain, the tax 
will be three and a half and even four times iower than it is at 
present. 

2. Commencing from the year 1902 the royalties levied on gold 
in kind will be abolished, and an industrial tax will be substituted 
for it. This tax will be imposed in proportion to the relative 
profitableness of the undertakings, and the owners of the allot 
ments will participate in the apportionment of the tax. At the 
same time the industrial tax in question will represent a sum 
considerably below the amount at present collected by the Govern- 
ment in the taxes which are levied in kind. 

3. Simultaneously with the abolition of the mining tax the 
obligation to deliver the gold obtained from the allotments by 
private individuals to the Government laboratories and the mint is 
removed, and the free circulation of raw gold introduced in its 

lace. 

The laws above referred to do not extend to goldfields exploited 
by private individuals on land belonging to the Cabinet of His 
Imperial Majesty, and to some of the circuits of the 'I'ransbaikal 
region, as the mining tax on gold procured on lands situated in 
these regions forms part of the revenue of the Cabinet. 

4, Private individuals are permitted to establish laboratories 
and every other description of plant for the reduction of gold and 
the separation of gold, silver, and platinum. At the same time 
the Government proposes to increase the number of its laboratories. 

5. A project of improved legislation dealing with the gold and 
platinum industries has been elaborated, the result of which will 
be to do away with a number of the formalities which at present 
hamper the activity of the industries. 

6. Extensive researches into the geological and topographical 
characteristics of the gold-yielding regions are being undertaken 
in Western and Eastern Siberla, together with statistical 
economical, and technical investigations, and, at present, the 
description and plans of several gold-yielding regions are in process 
of publication. 
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The following particulars relating to the porcelain trade of 
Smyrna from the Bulletin of the French Chamber of Commerce 
at that place, were published in the ‘“ Moniteur Officiel du 
Commerce ” of the 23rd ult. :-— 

France, Germany, and Austria share somewhat unequally the 
trade of Smyrna in porcelain, the annual value of which amounts 
to between 130,000 and 140,000 frances (5,200/. and 7,000/.) The 
principal porcelain articles which are sold at Smyrna, and also in 
the interior and the towns of the littoral through the intermediary 
of Smyrna traders, are as follows :— 

Table services, tea services, coffee cups, toilet services, night 
lamps, match-boxes, tankard stands, ash-pans. 

« Articles de luxe” do not sell well, cheapness being the chief 
desideratum. Those who can afford the dearer goods either get 
them directly from Europe or obtain them in large towns in the 
course of their summer travels. The Smyrna trade requires 
therefore only articles of low qualities, both white and ornamented. 

France exports to Smyrna articles of second quaiity only, i.e., 
the best quality sold there, the chief being table services at from 
70 to 200 francs (2/. 16s. to 81.) per set of 120 pieces, tea services 
from 10 to 20 francs (8s. to 16s.), coffee cups from 5 to 12 francs 
(4s. to 9s. 7d.), and toilet services from 7 to 30 francs (5s. 7d. to 
24s.) according to quality. 

Austria, which formerly had almost a monopoly in the ordinary 
article of porcelain, has been ousted by Germany, and now the 
value of her trade barely reaches 20,000 francs (800/.) per annum. 
Austria supplies in general table and toilet services. 

Germany is at the present time the chief supplier of porcelain 
articles to Smyrna. Her yearly sales reach the sum of about 
100,000 francs (4,000/.), of which 80,000 francs (3,200/.) are of 
good and second quality, and 20,000 francs (800l.) ordinary 
articles. Tea and table services, toilet services and ash-pans 
are sold c.i.f. Smyrna, as well as coffee cups of good and medium 
quality, but more especially those of common make which sell at 
40 centimes per dozen including cost, freight and insurance to 
Smyrna. 

Russia has no direct trade with Smyrna in porcelain articles, but 
a small quantity of teapots and saucers of Russian manufacture are 
sent vid Constantinople and sold at moderate prices. The value of 
the trade is estimated at about 2,000 frances. (80/.) per annum. 

The Smyrna buyer attaches great importance to the rate quoted 
for goods covering cost in full of freight, insurance, &c., to Smyrna 
instead of free to the station of the town of departure, as in 
giving an order he wishes to know as exactly as possible the net 
cost, and this can only be done by quotations including transport 
expenses to Smyrna.

Johannesburg (and those places only for the present), Transvaal 
Customs entries will not be accepted by the Natal Customs. 
Goods will, however, still be refused by the Railway Department 
unless the railway-consignment-note has been endorsed by the 
Natal Customs with the usual stamp and signature. In the case- 
of goods from bonded warehouses, or, when dutiable, from ship’s 
side, the railway-consignment-note will be stamped and signed on 
production of the Natal transit-entry. In the case of goods from 
open stocks or of Colonial goods, or of goods free from Customs. 
Union duties, one entry only is to be passed, and, on production 
of this entry, containing all particulars of export, the railway-- 
consignment-note will be stamped and signed. The usual permits.

Tariff classification of “ lithopone.”—The white paint known as 
“lithopone,” consisting of sulphate of baryta and sulphuretted 
zinc, is dutiable under Section 137 of the Tariff, at the rate of 4 
roubles 50 copecks per poud (1/. 9s. 7d. per cwt.), with the addition 
of the surtax of 10 per cent. laid down by the Imperial Ukase- 
of the 5th August, 1900. [See “Board of Trade Journal” for 
the 9th and 16th August, 1900.] 

Articles manufactured of wood, with ornamental parts (not being 
essential trimmings) of leather or of textile material, are dutiable 
under Section 61, point 4, of the Tariff, at the rate of 15 roubles. 
per poud (4/. 18s. 6d. per cwt.), with a surtax of 10 per cent., as. 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph. 

Machines and apparatus not specially mentioned, composed of 
various ordinary materials, if they contain no iron or steel, or 
contain either in insignificant proportions only (as bolts, joints, 
&c.), are dutiable according to the material of which they are made.. 
If they are composed of various ordinary materials (other than 
copper and its alloys), bat contain ion or steel (except in the form 
of bolts, &c.) in any proportion, they are dutiable at the conven-- 
tional rate of 2 roubles 10 copecks per poud (13s. 9d. per cwt.).

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Periodicals in the Polish language are free of duty under Section 
178, point 3, of the Tariff. 

Medical and pharmaceutical preparations not mentioned in the list 
of prepurations authorised to be imported into Russia.

Washington, for the guidance of United States Customs officers 
and others :— 


Hall-marked silver—The goldsmiths’ hall-mark placed on un- 
finished silver goods of domestic manufacture re-imported into the 
United States after having been sent to the United Kingdom to 
be hall-marked, does not constitute an improvement in condition 
-of the goods or advancement in value abroad within the meaning 
of paragraph 483 of the Tariff. Such goods may therefore be 
re-imported free of duty. 
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Spangled articles—Ornaments, trimmings, and other articles, 
composed in part of spangles made of gelatine, are dutiable as 
“articles made in part of spangles,” under paragraph 408 of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem, and not under 
paragraph 450 as “ articles made in chief value of gelatine.” 


Marble statuary, shown by proper certificates to be the pro- 
fessional production of recognised sculptors in the country of 
production, is dutiable as “ statuary” under paragraph 454 of the 
Tariff at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, and not under para- 
graph 115 as manufactures of marble. 


Scouring bricks, prepared from ground pumice stone and sand, 
mixed and pressed into different sizes, are dutiable as ‘‘ pumice 
stone wholly or partially manufactured,” under paragraph 92 of 
the Tariff, at the rate of 6 dols. per ton. 


Finished articles of cotton cloth, such as couch covers and horse- 
blankets, with whipped, hemmed, or stitched edges, made wholly 
of cotton, come under the definition of “ cotton cloth” given in 
paragraph 310 of the Tariff, as consisting of “ all woven fabrics of 
cotton in the piece or otherwise,” and are, therefore, dutiable under 
the “countable clauses” of the Tariff, and not under paragraph 
322, as “ manufactures of cotton, not specially provided for.” 


Cotton glove material, made on the “Milanese machine,” 
resembling knit goods in appearance, and of which the threads. 
cannot be counted by unravelling or other practicable means, is 
dutiable under paragraph 322 of the Tariff as a “‘ manufacture of 


cotton, not specially provided for,” at the rate of 45 per cent. ad 
valorem. 


CHILE.

URUGUAY. 


The following information relative to the port of Sauce, from a 
report of the concessionaires of the port, 
ee Punt of appeared in the “ Montevideo Times ” of the 

9th ult. 

All the wide-gauge railway lines of the Republic, through the 
Central Uruguay Railway and the Western Railway system, con- 
verge at Sauce, and it is also the head of a narrow-gauge line 
running to Ombues de Lavalle. There are depdts with every 
accommodation for storing grain and other produce. Steamers or 
sailing vessels entering Sauce port can moor alongside the moles, 
where there is a depth of water of 20 feet within a basin sheltered 
from the winds, and where they may load or unload with perfect 
safety. 

The port concessionaires charge no fee or toll for their services 
to the vessels. Pilotage is given gratis to or from Buenos Aires, 
Montevideo or La Plata to all steam or sailing vessels loading or 
unloading 1,500 tons net cargo at Sauce. It is guaranteed that 
vessels drawing up to 18 feet (5-49 metres) can leave Sauce Port, 
in cargo, by the Northern Channei, which has been buoyed by the 
concessionaires. 
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Every information, plans, &c., will be furnished to interested 
commercial parties, shipping agents, &c. The concessionaires 
maintain transport service for passengers and cargo between Sauce 
and Buenos Aires, and a service of launches between Sauce, Buenos 
Aires and La Plata. Further particulars may be had at the office, 
Calle Rivadavia 1365, Buenos Aires. 


CHINA. 


The “ Railway Age” (Chicago) of the 17th ult. reports that the 
. . company, which was formed in 1895, to 
railway in China from Hankow to 
Gum Canton, has finally completed arrangements fur 
beginning work. The capital stock 600,000 dols.,* 
has all been paid in and in addition the stockholders have 
advanced to the company 3,000,000 dols. with which to carry 
on the work, the money having been deposited with J. P. 
Morgan & Co. The company expects to get from China 
42,500,000 dols. in 5 per cent. 50 year Government bonds for the 
construction of the road, which will be 750 miles long, with 150 
miles of branches, and which is to become the property of the 
Chinese Government, but is to be operated for a term of years by 
the Development Company. 

At Hankow the road will connect with the Belgian road from 
Hankow to Pekin. It is estimated that it will take five years to 
build the railway and it is expected to begin work in three or four 
months.

AUSTRALIA.

miles west from Adelaide. Besides testing the lake to ascertain 
its properties as regards the salt industry, they pegged out several 
large blocks for salt claims and the erection of works. It is stated 
that the shipping facilities at Venus Bay, combined with the good 
roads leading to the seaboard, should make it possible for a large 
quantity of salt to be produced and shipped to all parts of the 
Commonwealth. It is probable that either a telegraph or telephone 
station will be erected in the near future. 


BRITISH GUIANA. 


The “‘ Argosy ” (Demerara) of the 4th ult. states that the output 
of gold in British Guiana in 1901 was the 

— — smallest recorded for several years, the decline, 

; compared with the returns for 1900, reaching 

the large amount of 14,000 ounces, the total production having 
been 102,182 ozs. in 1901, as compared with 116,266 ozs. in 1900. 
The falling-off has been steady, and in only one month was there 
an “increase on the returns of the previous year, but this was so 
small (five ounces) as to be of little importance. In June the 
decrease reached 3,000 ozs., and five months later it exceeded 
1,000 ozs. It is said that the greater part of the work, more 
than in any previous year, perhaps, has been carried on by 
desultory workers, who for the most part discontinue work after 
obtaining a few ounces of gold; and resume it only when their 
money is exhausted. Working under such conditions, the out- 
put must necessarily suffer, and while there have been other 
drawbacks, it is to this that the decline must, in a large measure, 
be attributed. The starting of hydraulic work at Omai on an 
extensive scale promises to give an impetus to the industry during 
the present year. Large sums of money have been spent on this 
property, which is equipped with all modern appliances, and 
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should the results be as favourable as expected, some, at least, of 
the public companies which now exist only in name will pro- 
bably be given a new lease of life. 


While there has been a considerable decline in the output of gold, 
, a there has been a corresponding improvement in 
the diamond than 47,574 
‘a : diamonds of all kinds were entered at the 
Department of Mines during the year 1901, and the shipments, as 
given in the export return up to the 4th ult., are valued at 56,056 dols. 
Altnough diamonds have been found in other districts, the bulk of 
the stones have come from the Mazaruni. Work has been carried 
on, more or less, by primitive methods, and many of those engaged 
in prosecuting the industry have little more than a cursory know- 
ledge of the stones, and the results therefore are all the more 
favourable as showing the value of the Mazaruni as a diamond 
bearing district. Most of the work has been done by persons who 
have formed themselves into small syndicates, and by whom most 
of the stones have been found. 

In the Mazaruni 716 diamond claims, with an area of, say, 
19,000 acres, have been located, and one concession of 2,000 acres 
granted. In the Potaro there have been 202 locations with an 
area of, say, 5,000 acres. 


RUSSIA—LAPLAND. 
According to the “ Bulletin Commercial ” (Brussels) of 1st inst., 
Gold Mines in Finland journals are greatly exercised over the 
search for gold in Lapland. According to some 

theories there exists a belt of very rich auri- 
ferous deposits in the regions within the Arctic circle with which 

even the mines of Alaska are connected. 

According to an analysis made with ores from Kertelef in 
Lapland, 220°86 grammes of gold and 15 grammes of silver were 
extracted from 116 kilogs. of ore. his yield, which is wholly out 
of proportion to the average yield, leads one to suppose that the 
samples presented were subjected to a careful sorting process 
before reaching the expert’s laboratory. Another analysis made 
at the laboratory of the Finland Mint showed the presence of 
65°75 grammes of gold in one ton of ore. On the other hand, the 
average result of the analyses made at London, Hamburg, Stock- 
holm, and Helsingfors gave a yield of 165 grammes of gold per 
ton of ore. 

It is announced that a Finland banking house has formed a 
company with a capital of 1,800,000 marks (Finnish) (720,000/.) 
for the working of the Kertelef mines, and that all the shares have 
been subscribed for on the spot.

GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 


The “Gold Coast Globe” of 28th ult. reports that an agreement has 
i been entered into between the German Colonial 
oe Company for South-West Africa and a Johan- 
meee nesburg firm whereby the latter obtain exclusive 
mining rights for 15 years in an area covering 16,800 square 
kilometres in German South-West Africa. The area of the 
concession is bounded on the west by the district of Walfish Bay, 
on the north by the Swakop River, on the south by the Kuiseb 
River, and on the east by a line which runs five miles easterly from 
the 16th degree of longitude. The concession relates to useful 
minerals, precious stones, gold, silver, and other ores, and it is 
estimated that copper will be produced. The agreement provides 
that the firm shall pay 30,0001. to the South-West Africa Company 
’ before beginning operations, whilst 2} per cent. of the gross value 
of the annual output is also to be paid to the company. The 
concession authorises the construction of railways for the purpose 
of the mines, and permits of their being utilised also for ordinary 
passenger a1d goods services.

NORWAY. 


A despatch dated 25th ult. has been received at the Foreign Office 
Ice Trad from H.M. Consul-General at Christiania stating 
Pesnpente. that it is expected that prices for ice in 1902 

— will rule considerably higher than during the 
past few years. The comparatively mild winter in Germany and 

Central Europe is regarded as likely to render Germany unable to 

produce enough ice for her own requirements. It is stated that 

the demand from that country is very strong, and that enquiries 
for Norwegian ice have also been received from Austria. 

Reports from the Kragéro district state that the heavy fall of 
snow has destroyed much ice in that neighbourhood, and that 
exporters will possibly have some difficulty in fulfilling existing 
contracts. The ice lakes on the Christiania fjord are reported to 
be undamaged, although heavy snow has increased working 
-expenses.

MEXICO. 

The United States Consul at Vera Cruz, in a report dated 18th

: Republic. The price of the products must have 
the approval of the Government. The concession includes the 
manutacture of caps, tapers, and quick matches. The company 
shall also erect a factory for the manufacture of smokeless powder, 
of a capacity of from 176 to 220 pounds per day. Both plants 
must be in operation by 30th June, 1903. When the company is 
able to supply the market, there shall be imposed an internal 
revenue tax of 21 cents per kilogramme (2°2046 pounds) on all 
explosives imported into or manufactured in the Republic; and the 
Government further agrees not to reduce the Customs duties now 
in force on explosives. Common black powder may be exempted 
from the internal tax, provided that its components are sulphur, 
carbon, and nitrates of potash and soda, and not nitro-glycerine, 

chlorate of potash, or similar substances. 


ABYSSINIA. 
It is reported in me “Dépéche Coloniale” of 29th ult. that the 
mperor Menelik has given instructions that 
ee the work of placing the Llngeenh and telephone 
Pa aaa wires between the Italian colony of Erythrea 
‘seen 7 7 and the capital of the Ethiopian empire is to be 
ahi rary pushed on more rapidly.

The telephone between Addis Ababa and Harrar, is coming 
more and more into common use, and it is said that, the ease with 
which the Ethiopian population adopts modern improvements can 
scarcely be imagined in Europe. At first the wire was cut by 
malevolent persons, but a stern decree of the Emperor quickly put 
an end to such practices. He published an edict to the effect that 
any person who cut the wire would have his hand cut off, and the 
inhabitants of the district where the wire was cut would have to 

pay a fine of 200 thalers.

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REPORTS OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


Sheffield.—The annual meeting of this Chamber was held on 
30th January last, at Sheffield, Mr. W. F. Beardshaw (the 
president) in the chair. After some remarks by Sir Howard 
Vincent on the proposed German tariff, and other matters, 
Mr. Batty Langley, M.P., said that, with reference to the 
suggested increase and revival of trade in South Africa, he was 
not so hopeful about it. South Africa for some three or four 
years would be in a very quiet state so far as trade was concerned. 
There was a falling-off in the demand for labour in this country. 
There might be a boom in trade for a few months, but he believed 
there would be a reaction, and that there would be a very great 
disappointment after the war was closed. Mr. J. F. Hope, M.P., 
strongly supported the importance of commercial knowledge of 
foreign languages, and urged the Associated Chambers not to put 
forward long programmes, but to push strongly some one matter 
of the first importance, such as the adoption of the metric system. 
Mr. W. F. Beardshaw was re-elected president and Mr. Herbert 
Hughes was reappointed secretary. 


Walsall—The monthly meeting of the council of the Walsall 
Chamber of Commerce was: held on the 380th December, 
Mr. F. Rathbone, President, occupying the chair. 

The General Purposes Committee reported that having considered 
the question of standardisation of metals, they recommended that 
the Council communicate with Chambers of Commerce interested 
in the question, enquiring if they were prepared to support a 
movement having as its object the standardisation of metals, and 
enclose the remarks made by Sir Walter Peace, Agent-General of 
Natal, at the annual banquet of the Chamber upon the question. 
The Chambers with which it was proposed to communicate were 
Glasgow, Middlesbrough, Barrow, Cardiff, Swansea, Sheffield, 
London, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, and Dudley.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with 4 view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial: subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their. deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Eacise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Jolonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
